A BREATHING SPELL? 
One of the principal topics of political conv er­ 
sation and deb ate continues to b e the pub lic and 
economic effect of the exchange of letters b e­ 
tween the President and Roy Howard, head of 
the United Press, in which the chief executiv e 
has w ritten that most of his program has b een 
enacted and b usiness may now hav e a “b reath­ 
ing spell.” 


The opinion on the soundness and effectiv e­ 
ness of the letter continues, v ery naturally, to 
b e div ided along political lines. Supporters of 
the adm inistration continue to hail it with sat­ 
isfaction on the theory that the letter of the 
President has restored confidence and is a signal 
for b usiness to go ahead. They predict tha t ev ­ 
erything will b e much improv ed throughout the 
country in an economic way b y next year. 
Critics of the adm inistration take an opposite 
v iewr. They point out that the promise to giv e 
b usiness a b reathing spell will not restore con­ 
fidence b ecause nob ody is yet conv inced as to 
w hat it means. They add that promises were 
made in 19 32 to b alance the b udget, m aintain 
the gold standard, cut the pub lic payroll and 
trim b ureaucracy. These promises, they continue, 
hav e not exactly b een carried out and it remains 
to b e seen w hat will really b e done toward giv ­ 
ing b usiness a b reathing spell. 
O ther critics declare that the use of the words 
“b reathing spell” was b ad political strategy. They 
take the v iew that the employment of these words 
indicates tha t the adm inistration has b een pum- 
meling b usiness, and admits it now needs a rest. 
It is pointed out that a prize fighter only gets a 
b reathing spell b etween rounds, after he has 
b een pounded b y an adv ersary. And he may ex­ 
pect to get more pummeling at the sound of the 
b ell when the b reathing spell is ov er. Now there 
has nev er b een any pub lic admission on the part 
of the directors of the New Deal that it has b een 
throttling b usiness. 
Yet the indication that 
b usiness is to b e granted a b reathing spell m ight 
seem to indicate tha t there has b een some pun­ 
ishm ent in the past and that more can b e an ti­ 
cipated in the future. Such, in sub stance, is the 
v iew taken b y many of the critics of the so- 


called “b reathing spell” for b usiness theory. 
Many students of economics hav e pointed out 
tha t b usiness seemed to get b etter in the United 
States almost immediately after the Supreme 
Court inv alidated the NR A. W hether or not this 
was a coincidence, it has led some of the afore­ 
said students to claim that it was the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court which gav e b usiness its first b reath­ 
ing spell, and tha t more b eneficial b reathing 
spells may b e anticipated this winter from the 
same source. 
Be tha t as it may, any b reathing spell which 
b usiness is now to get is purely tentativ e. Con­ 
gress meets again in January. There will b e all 
sorts of demands from all sorts of interests, for 
gov ernment aid to this, tha t and the other proj­ 
ect. All of which may tend to make American 
b usiness a little groggy again. Only the future 
can tell. 


THE RIFT WIDENS 
No m atter whether or not a Jeffersonian or­ 
ganization, with a slate of national candidates, 
is organized to comb at the New Deal party, we 
are daily getting ev idence of the deep rift b e­ 
tween the Jeffersonian Democrats and the New 
Dealers. One of the most outspoken of the Jeffer­ 
sonian party, for example, has b een William R. 
Pattangall, formerly Democratic Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court of Main. It is a rather inter­ 
esting point tha t some of Judge P attangall’s 
caustic remarks were made in an address b efore 
the Woman’s Repub lican Club of his home state. 
Judge Pattangall charged that the New Dealers 
restricted farm production b elow domestic needs 
so that foodstuffs had to b e imported, redound­ 
ing to b e b enefit of the alien farm er at the ex­ 
pense of our own, and that at the same time the 
New Dealers collected from the consumers almost 
a b illion dollars to pay American farm ers for cur­ 
tailing crops.

Charging that the Democratic platform of 19 32 
had b een disregarded b y the successful New Deal 
candidates, Judge Pattangall continued: 
“From TV A down or up, ev ery known form of 
b usiness activ ity has b een sub jected to gov ern­ 
m ental interference or com petition.”

There’s nothing of the spectac­

Although closely asso­ 
ciated with the colorful Long 
throughout most of his career, 
Allen has rem ained the quiet, 
unassum ing m an he was when he 
first entered politics. 
He first appeared in Louisiana 
pub lic life as a state senator, 
elected in the landslide of the 
Long ticket in 19 28. A close per­ 
sonal friend of the late senator, 
he was named the adm inistra­ 
tion floor leader although he had 
had no prev ious legislativ e or 
parliam entary experience.
